1* Aggeeaent has been reached with the Sub-regio- 
nal CIO, Munich whereby the liquidation of Bunker l/B-f/3 
oan be postponed until further details on Its members 
are learned. 

2* 010 has agreed to "play along" with the plan of 
hiring the imprisoned Marla BYTSOH (of MSO 274»§0-7) as 
their Informant. Marla BYTSCH Is a member of the Buj^er, 
and she was In oommunleation with her boss* Andrlj PEOZA- 
RA while in Jail; she assured PSOZARA that "the 010 still 
did not ask her any questions eonoeming 'our* matters”. 
-Prom this fact it is obvious that Maria BYTSOH coTild not 
be asked questions bn the Munioh Bunker without thereby 
letting the rest of its members know that their aotlvity 
is known to us. The simple fact is that IN MUNIOH W£ HAVE 
NO JAIL PROM WHICH THE PRISONER CANNOT COMMUNIOATE OUTSIDE. 

3. Because then we are not ready to "liguidate" the 
Bunker^ and because we cannot ask Marla BNTSCH any ques- 
tions on the Blinker without tipping our to her collabo- 
rators. AB-43 obtaiied concurrence of the local CIO holding 
her to take following steps: 

(a) Interrogate her on her knowledge of the Ukrainian or- 
ganizations. stressing their illegal status and their 
distribution of illegal literature (like, for instance, 
the ABN booklet 'Pour la Liberte des Peuples') 

(b) Propose to her that she becomes CIO informant on the 
'Ukrainian underground” in Munich; especially to in- 
form on some UPA and ABN personalities. Here a list 

of known UPA members was compiled; in this list is in- 
cluded the name of PEOZARA, chief of the Munioh Bunker, 
and at the same time an UFA member, according to his 
ready admission (a fact which he never fails to adver- 
tize). The people on which she is to inform are as 
folio wsy^ ^RglEWI OZ. (her boy friend), MSO 266 §1)
